Bowyer was the man for the place, 
and that by filling the place he knew 
better what policies should be pur- 
sued than the authorities in Washing- 
ton. 
Accordingly Bowyer was given 


care-blancbe to proceed in his own 
way. 


And this Bowyer did. Midshipmen 


were dropped left and right. The re- 
ports of the academic board were re- 
garded as final on all examinations, 
and every dermit was carefully coun 


ted. 
Accordingly, when It became 


apparent that a midshipman was no 
longer able to continue in tho acad- 
emy he was dropped. Many of such 
cases came under the heading of "in- 
aptitude," 
originated 
by 
Captain 


Bowyer. The department first began 
to disapprove Captain Bowyer's rec- 
ommendations when several midship- 
men who were found deficient were 
allowed to continue. This action was 
tsually traced to the White House or
